DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-6, 8-16, 19-26, and 28-33 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 3-6, 8-16, and 28-33 are allowable over the prior art of record as stated in 
the previous office action. 

Claims 19-26 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record does not teach or disclose a method of making a magnetic resonance scanner, 
the method including rigidly positioning a first set of shims inside a main magnet 
assembly at about a first distance relative to a cylinder axis of the main magnet 
assembly by molding a plastic material around the first shims and bonding the molded 
plastic material to a generally cylindrical former, in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
